Quick decline disease, which has 
wiped out thousands of acres of 
citrus in southern California, at- 
tacks only sour root stock. Im- 
portance of this characteristic of 
the disease to central California 
growers can be seen from the fact 
that 85 per cent of the commer- 
cial plantings in the San Joaquin 
valley are om sour root stock. 

As yet, quick decline has not 
been found in commercial citrus 
plantings of Tulare county. Rep- 
resentatives of the citrus industry 
stress the importance of preven- 
tion before an outbreak occurs.

The report also makes note that 
jall seeding done prior to Novem- 
\ber 25 was confined to the upper

financial demand involving the 
14;000 miles of existing state high- 
ways, it will probably be a good 
many years before funds for the 
so-called Lone Pine - Porterville 
highway are appropriated. 


He said that in the state report 
just completed, cost of 45 to 50 
miles of highway to extend high- 
way 190 across the Sierra Nevadas 
is estimated at 10-12 million dol- 
lars; contemplated is a two-lane 
highway with long radius curves 
and easy grades — a better high- 
way than now goes into Quaking 
Aspen. 

Three possible summit crossings 
are now under consideration, rang- 
ing in altitude from 8,100 to 9,100 
feet, the lowest, however, brings 
the road out on the other side at 
the toughest location for the drop 
into Owens valley, according to 
Mr. Ebrhorn. ‘ 

The speaker said that a great 
advantage for highway 190 is that 
the trans - Sierra section is already 
included in the state highway sys- 
tem, a fact that is important since. 
it is virtually impossible to get 
|highway mileage added to the 
|state system at present. 

He said that strong efforts are 
being made by Fresno and Madera 
counties toward construction of 
the Mammoth pass highway, a 
trans-Sierra road that would re- 
quire only 27 miles of new con- 
struction. 

Mr. Ehrhorn said that at pres- 
ent, 11 highways cross the moun- 
tains between the Oregon border 
and Tioga pass, but that for 150 
miles to the proposed extension 
of 190 there is no crossing. Con- 
jtinuing south, he said, it is 70 
miles further to the next crossing 
i— Walker pass, 

The speaker said that the Lone- 
, Pine highway’ is now given fourth 
‘priority in the county road plan; 
he praised Sterling Ensign, of 
Terra Bella, also Jay G. Brown, 
for their efforts to keep this proj- 
ect before the public. 

He said that next step will be 
an engineering survey of the road 
route; that it is possible that with- 
jin a few years actual work may 
be started. 

Mr. Ehorn said that in the pres- 
;ent fiscal year, highway 99 work 
| will be completed in Tulare coun- 
|ty; this will move highway 65 
jinto number one priority spot in 
state highway construction rec- 
jommendations from Tulare county.
